LONDON, May 22.—The French tri- 
color again floats over Fort Dovan- 
mont tonight. After four months’ pos- 
session the enemy has been forced from 
the wedge first driven into the Verdun 
defenses east of the Meuse. 

A few worn German soldiers still 
cling to the fort’s northern rim, striving 
desperately to hold the opening made 
at such terrible cost.
